Grover Cleveland. But I said. recalling our

I 
asked Mr. Bryan if: he had any objec- 
tion to Parker, because if he did I wished 
to knosav it.

Objection to Parker. 
In response to that communication Mr.

“Tl did not hear any more from him,along 
that line. ‘ 
“The first iAtimation I had that he would 
oppose Parker came after Cleveland in- 
dorsed the New Yorker. Simply because 
of the high compliment Mr. Cleveland had 


kicked over the traces and now he threat- 
ens to disrupt the Democratic party. 
“But before Cleveland spoke not a word 
did Mr. Bryan say either in private, in pub- 
lic, or through the columns of his Com- 
moner derogatory to the Democracy of the 
New York jurist. 
“IT am sorry I must part company with 
Mr. Bryan after a friendship extending 
over a good many years. I like him per- 
sonally,:but when he arrogates to himself 
authorty to drive good Democrats out of 
the party then | think it is time -.to call

“Mr. Bryan is stirring up strife, and 
when he assails Judge Parker he simply 
ties a political millstone around his own 
neck.”’

In replying to this communication Mr. 
Merrill said among other things:

In 1900 Mr. Merrill was chairman of the 
finance committee of the Jackson County 
Democracy. When the convention hall 
burned down at Kansas City he s&rted 
the movement for a new one, heading the 
subscription list with $500. Inside of three 
hours he had collected $20,000. 

He organized a number of Bryan clubs 
throughout the country and has numerous 
letters from Mr. Bryan, Mr. Hearst, Chair- 
man Jones of the national Democratic 
committee and others complimenting him 
on his work.

é NE of the Democrat in the conven- 


tion in Chicago in 1898 was James 

Robert Williams of Carmi, IUL., 
then as now the representative in Congreso 
from the Twenty-fourth Illinois district. 
He is the most talked-of mate for Parker 
on the national Democratic ticket. There 
are not many of the real supporters of 
“Silver Dick’ now in public life. MTherw 
are many Bland silver men, who are still 
prominent as Democratic workers, but 
they are not of the class that were uat 
heart devoted to the luckless Missourian. 
Most of the Bland men. were readily 
changed into Bryan men, and most of 
these are now back with the reorganizers. 
The road has been a twisting one, but not 
Srecially hard to follow. To these Bryan 
for a time was better than Bland. and 
now that Bryan is as dead politically as 
Biand is physically they are quite com- 
fortable under the new arrangements. 
The Carmi leader was and is too earnest 
to be classed as one of these. Wher he 
made his speech in Chicago, seconding the 
nomination of Bland, he did not eool off 
ir. time to be carried away with enthusi- 
asm over the ‘cross of gold” propaganda. 
He was faithful to Rryan, but remained 
sane and cautious through the eight vears 
in the political wilderness. He had a kean 
appreciation of the. nothingness of the 
Bryan oratory, and like many Sther Bland 
men had a few reasons on his own account 
as to why he supported the Democratic 
tickets. There was no disputing: his sin- 
ecrity, although his zeal never carried him 
to dangerous limits. He had been a judge 
and assaults upon the judiciary were not 
to his liking. 


Nominated Vice- 
President in 1900. 


In 1900 he agnin saluted the captain of 
Democracy and made a speech at Kansas 
City seconding the nomination of Steven- 
son for the vice-presidency. His spport 
of the ticket in the campaign whicnfol- 
lowed was consistent. As the reorganizers 
gained strength he was one of the leading 
western Democrats who found it easy to 
slowly move away from Bryanism.’ He 
was 46 years old when he was working as 
a Bland man in the Chicago convention 
and he is now & years, as he appears as a 
possible candidate for the presidency and a 
more probable candidate for the vice-pres- 
idency. d 

His 10 years in Congress have made but 
little change in him. When he comes back 
to Carmi to shake hands with his old 
friends and those of Ris father, now 289 
years of age, they call him “Judge’’ and 
remark that he has not taken on city ways. 
He is just as much at home when he.goes 
back to Kentucky’ where his father and 
mother were born. In fact, he Is a typical 
farmer boy, with an Indiana _ University 
education and a Chicago law school legal 
training. 

He took to politics just as naturally as a 
country boy takes to teaching school to get 
money to pay for a Chicago education. His 
ambitions for a public career were formed 
M®.the same time. He was as serious as a 
statesman from the time he first had his 
own choice as candidate for road super- 
visor. ~He wore dark clothes, a turn-down 
collar and black string tle. His heavy dark 
hair is parted dow on one side and: his 
manrer is severe and earnest. His face is 
long and thin, his mouth wide and square 
cut, his chin strong, his nose large, eyes 
deep set, forehead high and somewhat nar- 
row and general appearance rurally meth- 
odistic. 


Simple and Plain 

in His Living. 

His home life is simnle, but the living 
provided for his wife and two children is 
comfortable and satisfving to intelligent, 
healthy people In Washington he lives in 
un apartment house in a modest part of 
the city, and his expenses are plainly ar- 
ranged to keep within a congressional sal- 
ary. This means that there are no un- 
necessary expenditures. He enjoys his 
legislative life, making of it a job of work 
just as he did his duties as a county judge 
or a country lawyer. If he should be de- 
prived' of office he would miss very ittle 
that Washington affords in the way of en- 
tertainment. He is in, no sense a sogial 
person. 

When he went to Congress it was after 
defeating a Republican in a Republican 
district. Naturally bho was received as one 
with the qualifying ex- 
pectation that he wou!d have one term in 
Congress and then retire after being beaten 
by another Republican He decided that 
he wouki not meet th's fate if he could 
help it.

The interview in today’s Sunday Post-Dispatch with J. 
L. Woods Merrill of Kansas City,‘one of Mr. Bryan’s most 
intimate friends and advisers in the campaigns of 1896 and 
1900, with excerpts from his correspondence with Mr. Bryan, 
is most interesting and instructive reading for Western 
Democrats who have hitherto supported Mr. Bryan, as a 
great party leader.

The 
fluorescent screens are prepared with hexagonal zinc 
blende, which is placed in the form of a very thin film 
on this paper, gold-beater’s skin of thin celluloid.

monies of the Exposition yesterday. 

The ceremonies committee says, officially, 
that the sole reason for the omission was 
the informal nature which the opening 
ceremonies took after it was made certain 
President Roosevelt, the diplomatic 
corps, members of the cabinet and members 
of Congress could not be present. 

Since the’ announcement of the com- 
mittee’s decision, scorés of letters hav? 
burdened. the mail of both the ceremonies 
committeemen and the fair ‘‘Ohio Poet.” 

One of the letters was from Miss Helen 
Gould. and expressed sincere regret that 
the ode would not be read. 

Another was from “Private” John Allen, 
congressman from Mississippi. and a mem- 
ber of the World's Fair national commis- 
sion. 

letters from numerous club women de- 
clare their bellef that the decis'on againat 
reading the ode was bared upon a “dertre to 
discriminate against the work of women.” 

The position of the Exposition officials ts 
eummarized tn a letter of explanation from 
Secretary Culp of the committee on cere- 
montes, In which he says: 

“The omission was due solely to the idea 
‘hat the absence of the President, the dlp- 
'omatic corns and the cabinet, on acconnt 
of the closing hours of Congress. mode it 
necessary for the open'nge ceremonies to 
he informal: even the tnvtitations—remark- 
able for their beauty—be'ng stored tn the 
Administration bufllding and not sent out 
Tt was therefore decided that there should 
be no ode read.” 

President Franets, In a similar letter, ex- 
pressed “regret that the informal nature 
of. the open'ng”” made the ese, of the 
ode impractical. 

Mrs. Eckert-Lawrence fs well-known as 
an author of poems. The most pretentious 
and notable of her works prev‘ous to the 
World's Fair ode was “The Launching of 
the Ship.” which she wae commissioned to 
write by the late President McKiniey. and 
which was a feature of the ceremonies at 
the launching of the battleship Ohio at San 
Frincisco in May. 191. This poem was 
reprinted in more than 16 newspapers, 
and of {t Joaquin Miller wrote: “When I 
read that launching poem I knew she was 
baptized with the real fire.” Most of her 
other poems are included tn “Day Dreams.” 
a volume which has gone through a fourth 
edition. A New York critic, writing of this

It was five months later that the commit- 
tee ‘changed its mind.” end announeed 
that an ode would not form a part of the 
opening ceremonies. ‘ 

Mrs. Eckert-Lawrence is a native Ohle 
woman of Southern ‘ancestry, but has lived 
much in the farther west. Her present 
home is in Toledo.

Probably ene of the most interesting 

shows at the World's Fair is the native 

pueblo of Cliff Dwellers on the Pike. This 

is in charge of Mr. W. Maurice Tobin, 

whe is said to be America’s best-known 


exhibitor of the world’s a people. 

“he real true American will be found 
in this historical aggregation. These 
peopig are the direct descendants of the 
Mok: "ind Zimi tribes, which met the 
Spanish conquistadores 300 years ago. 
They come from the famous Mancos and 
Casa Verde canyons of Arizona. and New 
Mexico, and are as picturesque and inter- 
esting today as they were to the early 
explorers. 

The Clif! Dwellers’ home on the Pike Is 
an exact reproduction of the rude habita- 
tion in the remote canyons. The exhibit 
is sO arranged that the public can climb 
up the 10v-foot cliff which represents 
lune stuki puevio, and passing through 
these dwellings obtain a correct idea of 
the habits, modes ana customs of these 
prehistoric people. A visitor may see 
them in’ all their industrial activity, in- 
cluding basket-making; a native pottery 
in operation; blanket weaving; native 
artisans and ~silversmiths plyang their 
crafts, a reproduction of the famous 
church of San .iguel, in which a mu- 
seum of curios and ancient relies will be 
shown; the Moki catacombs showing the 
manner of burial of the ancient race; 
native goats, burros and dogs will wan-

It is re- 
Mr. Tobin, who had heard it 
from the chiefs of the tribe. 

“Beneath the town then perched on 
the higher slope of the Wolpi mesa, came 
a band of horsemen,” he said. “Some 
were clad in armor and warlike trap- 
pings badly damaged and battered by 
wear and tear, but impressive to the In- 
dian, who for the oy time saw tue 
white man. Perhaps the Mokis were hot 
very friendly. Thé warrior priest strode 
down the trail followed by bis band 
and drew’ a line of sacred meal across 
the path to the town, over which, ac- 
cording to immemorial custom, no one 
might come with impunity. This ‘dead 
line’ brought: death instead to the Mokis. 
At the fire of the dreadful guns they fled 
up the narrow trail to refuge. ‘The Spar- 
lards dared not follow up the rocky way, 
but camped for the night by a spring. In 
white man. Perhaps the Mok!s were not 
down with presents of food and woven 
stuffs.. This is the’ first picture of the 
Mokis of Wolpi, who were thus intro- 
duced to the proud €astilian. bent on 
reaching new lands to despoall.” 

And the Indians of those davs are the. 
forebears of the Mokis and Zunis who 
are now on the Pike.

That jockeys resort often to hero'c meas- 
ures in order to make low weights for 
lightly handicapped horses its we!l-known 
to all closely conected with the racing busi- 
ness, but for the information of the iaity 
Jockey Waldo has written for the Post-Dis- 
patch a general outline of a jockoy’s life 
and training methods. 

BY JOCKEY WILLIE WALDO. 
There are a great many people, and boys 
in particular; who have a very much mis- 
taken idea about the life of a jockey. Many 
boys think it must be a fine thing to get 
out on a fast horse and wear bright colors 
and win races. That is all they see of it, 
and, while that it harder work than it 
looks to be, that is the easiest part of 
the life. 

The riding of the race is nothing com- 
pared to what the preparation for the 
race sometimes means. To begin with for 
those who are not in the habit of reading 
the racing news and following the “form,” 
take a form-sheet from any newspaper 
and read thé weights that the different 
horses carry. 

You will see that frequently horses are 
not required to carry more than 9, % or 100 
pounds. Sometimes they are weighted at 
even lece than 90 pounds. That means that

Of course, the low weights are possible 
for only very light jockeys, but we get!

Whenever a boy is to take a certain 
mount and it is within the range of pos- 
ibility to make the weight he does it.

PECAN GROWING

Some of the Greatest Nut Groves in 
the World Exist ia fouth- 
western Section. 

ALBANY, Ga., April 22—The Georgia pe- 


last few years. In this ge¢tionf are some 
of the finest groves in the world. . 

Ideal soil and climatic conditions, come 
bined with a carefu! study of the tree and 
its fruit by skilled horticulturists, have 
given to southwest Georgia pecans which 
promise to become a source of wealth. Un- 
til recently there have not been half a 
dozen groves in Georgia that produced 
nuts in quantity for commercial use. 58o 
great has been the demand for superior 
nuts for planting purposes that they have 
commanded prices far beyond the reach of 
those who ve used them as table nuts. 
These condfiions are now being changed 
by the coming into bearing of some of the 
groves planted 10 or 12 years ago. oe 

Cc. M. Bacon, ose groves are at De 
Witt, 12 miles south of Albany, is known 
as the “Pecan King.”’ He has deveioped 
inore varieties of fine paper shell pecans 
than any man in the United States. He 
has treés now nearly 2 years oid, and 
fome yigid annual crops of more than 2000 
pounds of fine nuts. 

The “pecan king’’ saw niany years ago 
what the future of the pecan would be, 
and though he both preached and pro- 
ceeded to practice, few followed his exam- 
Today the groves which Mr. Bacon 
planted are very valuable. 

The Bacon orchards are not the only ones 
in this part of the state that pay larg=> 

rofits. Several within a few milea of Al- 

ny produce nuts not surpassed by any 
in the world. The shel] is little thicker 
than ordinary paper, the meat is firm and 
the flavor cannot be surpassed. 

Many hundred acres have been planted 
in pecans in Dougherty County. It is not 
an uncommon thing to see peean trees, in 
various stages of growth, in the midst of 
cotton and corn fields. . 

The cultivation of the land materially 
alds the trees, and after they attain the 
age of § or 9 years and begin bearing, the 
returns from the land are so large that the 
owner does not care to grow other crops 
on the same ground. 

It is estimated that an acre of 15 or 2% 
year old pecan trees, in full bearing, will 
yield'an annual crop worth $600. Thus a 
man who owns a large grove of such trees 
haa a bonanza, .

AND OPENED TO WORLD 


Philippines has devoted more than a million 
dollars to the Philippines exhibit, and has 
brought to St. Louis 1600 Filipinos, repre- 
senting the complete social, industrial, edu- 
cational and ethnic status of the people of 
the islands. 

The St.-Louls Fair is architecturally far 
beyond any former exposition. Its crown- 
ing glory is the Cascades, over which water 
falls by a series of cataracts from the 
Leautiful Festival Hall down to the Grand 
Basin. The view south from the Plaza 
St. Louls across the Grand Basin. to Fes- 
tival Hall, the Peristyle of the Louisiana 
Purchase states and the splendid pavilions 
flanking the Peristyle, and this same view 
from the Peristyle down to the Plaza 8St. 
Louis and the Louisiana Monument crown- 
ing it are conceded by all the experts who 
have visited the Exposition to»be most 
beautiful physical. effect ever secured in 
building a fair. 

The Expcsition was dedicated just a year 
before it was opened. The construction of 
its buildings began.in the summer of 1901. 

The management of the Exposition has 
been careful not to confine the big Fair to 
the arts and industries. It is a bigger fair 
than that. All these things are elaborately 
represented, but there are als> features far 
removed from the studious consideration of 
human erdeavor. They have not forgotten 
that the most interesting study of man is 
man. No exposition has had any such pre- 
tentious exhibit of primitive peoples as that 
at St. Louls. There has been a separate de- 
partment of anthropology, and it has con- 
tributed to the Exposition a wealth fn wild 
and semi-civilized peoples that is one of 
the features in which the St. Louis Fair is 
unique. The Eskimo of the Arctic circle 
are side by side with the giant Tehuelche 
Indians from the Tierra del Fuego. The 
primiitive Ainu are here from Jepan. The 
Pyemies are coming from Africa. The wild 
Igorrote works in the scant cloth of his 
costume on the Filipino’ reservation. The 
picturesque American Indian is there in 
paint and profusion. The Oriental, the 
Mongolian, the Cossack—they are all at this 
Babel again.

The Fair was opened with ceremonies on 
the Plaza St. Louls. Sousa’s band began 


pants in the exercises assembled at the 
base of the Louistan monument, facing: the 
audience and the vocal chorus upon the 
north side. 

President David R. Francis.opened the 
exercises, and when he rose, head bared 
and gavel in hand, he was given a salvo 
of cheers. | 

Rev. Frank W. Gunsaulus of Chicago 
asked divine blessing upon the great Fair, 
and the audience joined him in the Lord’s 
Prayer. 

After the invocation President Francis 
recognized William H. Thompson, treas- 
urer of the Fair, who introduced Isaac 5. 
Taylor, the director of works. Both these 
makers of the Fair were generously ap- 
plauded. Mg Taylor read an address, and 
delivered the keys of the Exposition to 
President Francis. 

Van der Stucken's “Loutsiana,’’ a march 
composed for the Exposition, was played, 
and Frederick J. V. Skiff, director of ex- 
hibits, delivered to President Francis the 
keys to the exhibit palaces. Mr. Skiff then 
called his chiefs forward and invested them 
with the insignia of office, following this 
ceremony with an address. 

After the big chorus had sung the ‘““‘Hymn 
of the West.”” musie by John Knowles 
Paine and words by Edmund C. Stedman, 
Mr. Skiff was followed in turn by Mayor 
Rolla Wells, Senator Thomas H. Carter, 
president of the national commission to the 
Fair; Henry KE. Burnham, United States 
senator from New Hampshire, on behalf. of 
the domestic exhibitors, all of wham made 
addresses. The chorus then sang ‘‘Amer- 
ica,’’ and the exercises were concluded with 
an address by WilliamH. Ttaft, secretary 
of war. 

It was now 1 o'clock, and the electrical 
message with which President Roosevelt 
formally opened the Exposition was an- 
nounced by President Francis. Standing in 
the .midst of the distinguished gentlemen 
who were with him, Mr. Francis lifted his 
gavel, and the flags fell from every. mast, 
to be caught up by the breeze: the water 
leaped from the fountains at the Cascades; 
a mighty ‘cheer went up, and a crash of 
music, and the Louisiana Purchase Fair 
was open.-

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St. Louis Finds 


The spirit of the new St. Iouls came in 
with a rush last night when the downtown 
streets, stores, hotels and other meeting 
places took on a truly metropolitan aspect. 

There were crowds everywhere such as 
old St. Louisans had never seen in the 
streets at night before. Thousands of peo- 
ple thronged both sides of Broadway, Sixth 
street and Olive street, seeming to have 
no particular destination in view but ap- 
parently wandering about, dusty and happy 
looking for amusement. 

A general atr of cheerfulness pervaded 
these multitudes. They were all sunburned 
and dust-covered, but in the best of humor, 
highly interested in everything concerning 
the World's Fair, keenly comparing notes 
about what they had seen at the Fair 
grounds, discussing their individual exper- 
Liences during the day and making plans for 
future visits. ,' 4 

It WAS a.money-spending crowd, evidently 
péntent upon enjoying itself ‘“‘regardless.’’ It 
was noted last night that classes of people 
who usually to bed. early and lead a 
quiet and economical existence had sudden- 
ly found themselves with money “‘to burn,” 
and were intent upoh enjoying life to the 
full, aS well as upon beginning -the keep- 
ing of late hours and the celebration of a 
great event in their lives. The. big down-

At 5 o clock in the evening the exodus be- 
gan and from that hour until 7:30 a con- 
gestion previiiled at the Lindell avenue exit 
and at the cars.

The ceremony occurred in the east room 
of the White House, «being attended by 
members of the cabinet, senators and con- 
gressmen, The moment the machinery 1200 
miles away felt the force of the electric 
current, (the third battery, United States 
artillery, stationed south of the White 
House, fired a salute of 21 guns announc- 
ing to residents of Washington that the 
greatest of all World's Fairs had been 

d to the world. 
i connvekuiations were then exchanged be- 
tween Ptesident Roosevelt and President 
Francis over @ special wire. There were 
threé lines ecmmunicating directly with the 
World's |Falr, two to be used in case of 
accident. 

The same gold telegraph key that was 
used in opening the White City in 1893 was 
used today for the opening of the Ivory 
City. It was placed on a mahogany table 
at the gouth end of the east room. The 
key rested on a dais of gold and blue plush. 

The Marine band, stationed in the vesti- 
bule of the White House, furnished music. 
The list of guests included all members of 
the cabinet except Gen. Taft, the chief and 
associate judges of the Supreme Court of 
the United States and many ambassadors 


from foreign countries.

NAPLES, April 30.—Prof. Nitti, the 
great statistician, has just published a 
study on the financial condition of Italy. 

The total possessions of the country, he 
calculates at $1,300,000,000 which gives | 
an average of $400 for each inhabitant, 
while in France the proportion ts $1080 
in the United States $1200. 

Of this amount, nothern Italy holds 
about half, central Italy one-fourth and 
the balance is divided between Sardinia 
and the south. 

Only 1500 milllonatres are to be found 
while Germany has 12,000 of 

France 15,000. The largest 
Italian fortune is no more than $20,000,- 
000. Of these millionaires, 1000}are in 
the north of Italy, while Sicily and Na- 
ples have only 180. 

The total taxation in Southern Italy 
amounts to 1.54 per cent, whilé the 
north only pays.1.22 per cent.

DONTINUALLY SINKING

been spent in the employ of the United 
States government. While he was stationed 
@t Port Mads he had charge of the inspec- 
fien of the work done by the Eads com- 


pany for the construction of the jetties in 


South Pass io deepen the channel across 
the bar. The channel was deepened from 
nine feet to thirty feet. Had occasion to 
notice the topography of the section of 
country near the South Pass and to keep 
posted with regard to the general surface 
level of tides. The depth of water to be 
maintained in the jetty channel was to be 
determined by a plane of average flood 
tide. The first measurements were taken 
in 187%. This was done by soundings, and 
the soundings were reduced to a certain 

lane of reference of average flood tide. 
When witness was first stationed at South 
Pass the plane of reference was indicated 
by a redding of 2.76 feet; and when witness 
left. 2% years later, that same plane was 
indicateh by a reading of 43 feet. or @& 
difference of 1.54 feet. This was an evidence 
that the land had settled and that the tide 
gauge had gettied with the land. In the 
opinion of witness the sinking was caused 
hy subsidence of the delta or by changes 
in the plane of the gulf level. The sub- 
sidence of the delta keeps pace with the 
river deposits year after year.

—William Dean Howells 


‘‘Never Will Be, Because People De- 
centralized, No Such Thing as a 
Composite American Type.”

(Copyright, 1904, by the Press Publishing Co.) 
LONDON, April 30.—‘There is no such 
thing as a great American novel and never 
will be.”’ answered William.Dean Howells 
to the English journalist who asked him 
about the talk in literary circles of the 
coming great American novel. 

‘‘Novels,"’ Mr. Howells went on, “I hope 
will be plenty, and I hope to write one 
myself. But no American rovel is pods- 
sible. As a people we are absolutely de- 
centralized. Our people can never fuse into 
anything that could be called a composite 
America” type.” 

Mr. Howells is being much feted by Eng- 
lish literary people. Sunday evening Col. 
Harvey had a dinner party for him, at 
which Henry James, Clement Shorter, 
George Leveson and several others were 
present. Mr. Howells intends to:stay in 
England a year at least, 

Already he is engaged in getting at first 
hand material fof a book on the intel- 
lectual development of the New England 
settiers. 

An English tnterviewer describes him as

Canal Payment by Withdrawing 
Ten Per Cent From Banks. 
WASHINGTON, April 80.—The secre- 
tary of the treasury has issued a’ call 
directing national bank depositaries to 
transfer to the assistant treasurer at 


1904, an aggregate of $12,000,000._ 

The call on each bank is for ‘19 per 
cent of the public deposit of such bank 
as it stood before the recent 20 per cent 
call, thus making a total withdrawal of 
30 per cent of public deposits. 

Today's. cal, however, exempts all de- 
positaries whose authorized balance be- 


fore the recent call was less than §$1060,- 
000. It also exempts few banks hav- 
ing active accounts where their author- 
ized balance is not greater than the con- 
Venience of the treasury department in 
transacting public business required. 

With these exceptions the call applies 
to all depositaries, permanent and tem- 
porary. 

In view of the plethera of money in 
all the central reserve cities it is prob- 
able that an edditional call of the same 
character will be issued. payable about 
June 1. This would supply the amount 
of the draft upon the treasury made by 
the payment for the Isthmian canal 
right-of-way and would afford a work- 
ing balance of $50,000,000, actually in 


the treasury and subtreasury, as at 
present. '

Cubak reciprocity was provided for 
but this was done during the extra session 
The inaction of Congress was, at the 
urgent solicitation of President Roose- 
vel4, who, at the beginning of the ses- 
sion, tmpressed on Speaker Cannon and 
on Republicam leaders that he favored 
a “stand pat” policy. 

So anxious were the Republicans to car- 
ry out the President’s instructions that 
adjournment was being talked of almost 
before the end of the holiday recess. Con- 
gress would have adjourned much earlier 
had not the report of Postmaster-Genera] 
Payne, ‘‘charges concerning members,"’ pre- 
cipitated a long debate. 

Adjournement was forced with such haste 
that many important bills demanded by 
the people were left unacted upon.

Delcasse to Be Received by Cardinal

Has Gone.

ROME, April 30.~Now that 

Loubet has left Italy, it has transpired 
that the sudden termination of Emperor 
William's yachting cruise in Italian wa- 
ters, which was originally intended to last 
until May 6, was the result of Vatican di- 
plomacy. 

As soon as tt was definitely settled that 
the French President, after leaving Rome, 
should go to Naples for the navai review, 
Abbot Krug, of Monte Cassino, a special 
favorite of the German ruler, was sent 
post haste to Naples, where ‘he submitted 
to Emperor William how displeased the 
Pope would be if the German Emperor 
should meet the French President while 
still actively engaged in an act of hostil- 
ity to the Vatican authorities by his visit 
to Rome. 

Whatever arrangements had been made 
for a meeting of the two rulers on Medi- 
terranean waters were thengbroken off, 
and the Emperor consented ‘to cut short 
his stay and to return as soon as possible 
to Germany, to avoid even the possibility 
of meeting M. Loubet and thus embarrass- 
ing the Holy Gee. His return through 
Venice instead of Genoa, as previously ar- 
ranged, was also caused by his desire to 
comply with the wishes of the Pope. 

Information obtained by the ‘“Gaulois” 
and persistent reports in Vatican circles 
assert that Emperor, William will come to 
Rome on a personal visit to the Pope next 
month. The visit will be attended by great 
eclat and formality in order to overshadow, 
as much as possible, the effects of M. Lou- 
bet’s*journey to Rome. 

Before leaving Sicily, Emperor Willlam 
| gave to each of his entertainers a magnl- 
ficent cigar case of solid gold, ornamented 
with the imperial crown and initials in 
brilliants: Several women of the Sicilian 
aristocracy also received gifts from his 
majesty, who also made donations of mon- 
to Sicilian charitable institutions.

WASHINGTON, April 30.—Panama and, 
particularly, the canal zone, will be a de- 
cidedly unhealthy locality until sanitary 
engineers of the government have an op- 
portunity to clean it up, as was done with 
Santiago during the occupation of Cuba 
by the army. 
The death rate in Panama is about 70.8 
persons in every thousand. Malarial fever 
is the most prevalent of diseases on the 
isthmus and the hospital records at Pan- 
ama and Colon show that, in cases serious 
enough to be sent there for treatment, the 
mortality is high. Of all the deaths in the 
San Thomas Hospital, at Panama, malarial 
fever was responsible for 9.56 per cent. 

Other fevers variously diagonsed, accord - 
ing to a special report of Surgeon J. ©. 
Perry of the Public Health and Marine 
Hospital service, as malaria, bilious fever 
and patudic fever is responsible for 16.77 
per cent. There is very high mortality in 
these diseases, 

In addition to the deadly malarial fever, 
Surgeon Perry states that yellow fever 
exists on the isthmus and that the soil 
is suitable for its propagation. 
one disease to be most feared by whites, 
he says in his report. 

A table prepared from the records of the 
San Thomas Hospital at Panama shows 
that of 83. cases of yellow fever treated 
during the last year, 26 patients died; of 109 
patients treat for tuberculosis, 95 died, 
and of 29 cases of pneumonia, 28 resulted 
fatally.

The Kuhn case was appealed to’ the spreme court, the ” 


woman's attorneys and friends beiieving there were many 
reversible errors in the trial, and they beped for vindies- 
tion at last. 

On May 28, 1902, the supreme court handed down two 
opinions in the case. One was written by Judge Water- 
man and affirmed the decision of the lower court. Four of 
the remaining five judges assented to the Waterman déc's- 
ion and turned to other cases. Only Chief Justice Weaver 
held out andyhanded down a dissenting opinion, protesting 
against the fer of the lower court. He took up every 
phase and detail of the case, worked cach out logically, and 
declared Sarah Kuhn innocent. But the majority rules 
and the court declared that Sarah Kuhn should remain 
in prison for life. 

Some portions of Judge Weaver's dissenting opinion show 
how strongly he felt om the subject. He denounced the 
trial as “depiorably short of proof of crime” and the ma- 
jority opinion of his confreres, saying “the inference drawn 
from proved or conceded facie are often forced ard imma- 
terial.” Again he says: 

“It is net my purpose to disparage circumstantial evi 
dence, It is nevertheless a dangerous instrument, which if 
not wisely and conservatively applied. mity eusily’ work 
the grossest injustice. The importance ‘of detecting crime 
und punishing criminals is not to be ove-locked. but it és 


of no less importance that no person shal’ he convicted af — 


unished upon anything Jess than the final measure of pros 
ceulred by the estublished rule of law. The evidence ia 
this case is deplorably short of proof of crime. 

“The framework of the case, as made by thé state and — 
uphe'd by the majority, may be stated as follows: 

“First, that the defendant was unhappy in Ler married 
life and being aiso the beneficiary of her husband's will 
had a donble motive for his murder. - 

“Second, that the husband died of strychnine poisoning. 

“Third, that the defendant had an opportunity to admin- 
ister the poison. 

“Fourth, that the husband, just before his death, accused 
the defendant of the crime. 

“Every so-called incriminating fact and cireumstance dite 
closed upon the trial clusters about these four propositiona, 
Beyond theni there is nothing and though we were to ¢om- 
cede that each of these propositions has been clearly estab- 
lished the case still lacks material elements which must x

tion.’

When the legislature con- 
vened in Des Moines this January the Kuhn pardon was 
one of the most important matters awaiting its considera- 
tic, 

The application was referred to the pardons committee of. 
Testimony was heard pro end eon, A monster 
petition was received from Keokuk County, where the 
erime, if any -crime there was, hod been committed and 
Sarah Kuhn’s conviction Bad been secured, The petition 
had thousands of signera, urging the legislature to pardon 
the girl. Newspapers all over the he state came out in sone 
editorials for her release, 

Finally the pardons committees reported. It was against 
the Kuhn application, But there was a minority report, as 
Judge Weaver had made a minority report in the sup em@ 
court. That report was in favor of giving the girl her 
free-lom.
